MEDICAL MANIPULATORS. 



When tho historian of Vancouver Island 
shall tiike up hia pen to describe) the progress 
ol Victoria, ho will he soroly puizled when ho 
comOB to ita municipal history. He will find, 
alter yoars of agitation, years in which the 
Administration persistently refused to grant to 
the inliubilanls the privileges of Boll-govorn- 
menl — an Incoiporation Aot passed. Ho 
will see this act, liko a rickety child per- 
petually requiring the aid of a physician. 
One act alter another is introduced to cure 
it, bat the influence of its authors is too 
great for the efforts at reform, and so the 
thing is retained in all its useless deformity. 
The fare? of electing a Mayor and Council, 
who can lax nobody, and who nro powerless 
oven to clean a street, is carried on year 
after year ; and all attempts to preserve tho 
character of munioipal government and the 
reputation ol tho city provo hopeless. It has 
been oftentimes asserted that this is duo to 
tho preponderance of medical men in tho 
House, whoso ideas on the sanitary regulation 
ol tho city might possibly be at variance 
with those of tho genoral inhabitants. This, 
however, wc considar a libel ou tho faculty ; 
for wo scarcely think that nny body ol men 
could bo found in Vancouver Island whose 
humanity is at so low an ebb as to welcome 
filthy streets and gorminators o( disease. It 
is, at the same time, a remarkablo fact that 
there is but one medical man in the Ilouse, 
Dr. Dickson, who evinces an active desire to 
see, by tho passage of a proper Act, more 
healthy regulations in the city. The other 
doctors, either by their non-attendance or by 
their opposition to any measure Inr plaoing 
tho Mayor and Council in a useful and dig- 
nified position, do their utmost to retard 
the passage of an Incorporation bill. The 
circumstances connected with the present 
measure before tho House fully justify what 
we say. Yesterday the bill passed through 
Committee, would havo been road a third 
time on Friday and sent to the Upper House, 
but for tho obstructive character of the doc 
tors. These Solons thought certain clauses 
that gave the control of the police into the 
hands of tho city authorities should be re 
committed, and with the casting vote of Dr. 
Holmckou the motion was carried. The 
efTect will be to make the bill as useless as 
its predecessors, and throw the Legislature 
ns well as the city into no end of ridicule. 
What makes the matter the more censurable 
is that during the debato on the very clauses 
which are now recommitted not a word was 
spoken agaiust them. It cannot be said 
either that any of the members were startle 
by the newnoss of the subjeot matter ; for the 
House, in the debate on the supplies, ordered 
tho substance ol the clauses in question to 
be embodied in tho bill to bo introduced — un 
order which was supported by some of the 
very gentlemen who now turn round and op 
pose it. Tho citizens of Victoria will, there- 
fore, have those individuals to thank i f 
another year elapses without an Incorpora- 
tion Act. They will have these individuals 
to thank for nn accumulation of expense, for 
an increnso to the public burdens ; (or wilh 
out tho clauses giving over tho police to ti:e 
hands of the Mayor and Council— a measure 
petitioned for over and over again by nearly 
every lespectable householder in Victoria 
tho Assembly will havo to go back into Ways 
and Means to provide new taxes for the 
maintenance of, tho police establishment 
This will open up again tho whole scheme 
of taxation and givo to those Btalwart guar- 
dians of public right, who have Irom tho first 
been insisting on higher salaries lor the offi, 
cials and greater burdens on the people, ar 
opportunity to carry out their good intentions 
In the meantime, the good-natured public 
will keep quiet, as a Vancouver Island public 
ought, while these medical manipulators pre- 
scribe a little morn bleeding.

Mr. Nelson, discoverer of tho crook beir- 
ing bis name in Cariboo, arrived on Monday 
from lvooteoay, where ho has been for the 
last twelve months, lie left Wild Horse 
Creek on tho 14th February, and has kindly 
supplied us with tho following items : 

Tho weather was very cold on Wild Horse 
Creek, although there was but little snow. — 
About 100 white men and 20 Chinamen are 
wintering on the creek. 'Iho supply of pro- 
visions id abundant ; flour -10 cent , bacon 7l> 
cents, sngar 70 cen is, nnd other articles in 
proportion. Tho minors had luid in a win- 
ter's supply of fresh meat, which they pre- 
served by treeziog. Considerable prospecting 
had been dono duriig the winter, aod 
although owing to the intense cold, the bed 
rock had not been reached, iho utmost con- 
fidence was felt. Several tunnels hud been 
run into tho hill, one a distance of four hun- 
dred feet. 

It is expeotod that Chinese laborers will 
bo chiefly employed on Wild Horse Creek 
next season, as tho while population will be 
drawn oil to Big Bend. 

Captain White's boat, tho " Forty-nino," 
is receiving a hurricane deck, and is other- 
wise being prepared for tho spring. Consid- 
ernble doubl is lelt as to t lie practicability of 
running her up Iho river any distance. 

Dig Howl continues to attract much atten- 
tion about Colvillo and lvootenay, and it is 
expected that there will be a largo immigra- 
tion from the Ulnckloot country, where pro- 
visions aro reported very scarce, and many 
of ihe miners aro in a destitute condition.

VII rOBIA INCOIII'ORATION amendment act. 

Clause 'J —Mr. M'Cluro moved, as there 
appeared to be some objection lo this clause, 
that it be expunged (hoar, hear). 

The motion was carried without dissent. 

Clau3o 10, calling for a now election. 

Dr. Powell objected to this clause. Tho 
Mayor and members of the present Council 
had been induced to come forward on tho 
understanding that there was to be no neiv 
election. 

Mr. DeCosmos — Hoar, hear. 

Dr. Powell — The lion, gentleman who sajs 
i( hear, hear" will admit that the present is 
a good Council and, therefore, a now olection 
is useless. 

Mr. DeCosmos thought that if tho present 
Mayor and Council wore brought up mi a writ 
of i^tio trnrranfo to-nmrrow it would be de- 
clared that they novor were elected. If they 
wore logally elected, ho (Mr. DeCusmos) 
should not vote for a re-election. 

Dr. Ash asked the hon. member far Victoria 
whether the House had induced the Mayor 
and Council to come forward ? 

Dr. Powell said he never intimated that Iho 
House had dono any such thing. Tho ques- 
tion was therefore absurd. 
Clause 11. 

Mr. M'Clure moved an amendment to 
the effect that the act should bo read 
and construed as part of the Incorporation 
Act, lb02, and that anything in the latter 
Act conflicting or heiiig inconsistent with 
the act under discussion be repeulod and de- 
clared void. 

Dr. Helmckon objected to tho Council hav- 
inp the discretionary power in their hands 
of judging when tlio Act of 1802 conflicted 
or was inconsistent, und moved that the prj- 
viso be struck out, 

Mr. DeCosmos thought the hon. gentleman 
sadly astray. Ou tho same principle he 
would declare that tho Council would be 
unable lo interpret tho Act. 

Dr. Helmcken's amendment was lost nnd 
Mr. M'Cloro's amendment curried. 

Dr. llelmekcn moved that Clause 10 of 
tho Incorporation Act, 1862, bo amended lo 
tho ellect that the word British should be left 
out, and every male of full ago and otherwise 
qualified should vote. Ho objected to any 
national distinction being made between 
voters at Municipal elections. There was a 
great difference in electing members to a 
Municipal Council and lo the House of As- 
sembly. 

Dr. Trimble was opposed to any bul British 
subjects being allowed to vote. Aliens had 
uvery facility for becoming British subjects 
if they pleased. 

Dr. Helmckon said it was a mere matter 
of local government in which nil who paid 
tuxes should have a volo. 

Mr. DeCosmos objected lo making a re- 
spectable foreign population, so to speak, 
"hewers of wood and drawers of water" to tho 
British population, by telling them thoy 
might oleot il they pleased a British subject, 
but thoy could not volo for one of themselves. 
The hon. Snoakcr was as usual erratic. 

The amendment was carried on a division. 

Ayes — Messrs. Ilolmcken, Ash, Powell, 
Cunningham, Duncan, Denues, Curswell. 

Noes — Messrs. DeCosmos, Trimble and 
M'Cluro. 

Dr. Ilelmcken then moved nn amendment 
to the oath in conlormity with tho abovo 
resolution which was carried by tho same 
vote. 

Dr. Trimble moved that tho Mayor mid 
Councillors shull not receive uny fee or re- 
ward lor thoir services — Carried. 

Dr. Helrncken moved that the Common 
Councillors lie styled Common Councilmen 
by which thoy were known all over the 
world.— Carried. 
Mr. Cochrane here entered. 
Tho title clau.so having been carried the 
bill was passed as a whole.

Dr. Ilelmcken had looked looked through 
tho h i I unci movud that the elauso bo ex- 
punged. Ho did not seo that Nanaimo re-

placed before the members to show that Ihe 
people wanted such machinery. 

Mr. Cunningham said the hill which ho 
held in his hand wns drafted by a commitloo 
of seven, appointed by a public mooting of 
tho inhabitants of Nanaimo; it embodied 
their views and Ihe wishes of (out^fifths of Ihe 
ratepayers of Nanaimo. 

Dr. Ash asked whoso interests were repre- 
sented by that Committee '! 

Mr. Cunningham said it ropresented the 
Vancouver Company's interests, the AgriouU 
Inral and every other interest in Nanaimo. 

Mr. M'Clure could not ucdorsland why 
hon. members lor a conntiy district should be 
opposed to the people of uny towu having 
self-government il these people desired it. 
Tho Assembly had very wisely inaugurated 
the present session by a syslein of retrenoh- 
ment ; but the work would only be half done 
if it were left to iho general government to 
look after tho improvement;! and necessities 
of every district on the island. 

Mr. Cunningham said ho had hcon return- 
ed on Iho faith ol promising to introduce 
this measure, As to appointing justices of 
tho peace thoy had had a specimen of that 
already. (Hear, hear and laughter.) 

Dr. Helrncken said tho hon. member for 
the city (Mr. M'Clure) bad said retrenchment 
wua necessary ; granted — but what was cut 
down on one side was raised on tho other. 
Government expenses were cut down und 
expensive municipalities were raisod and 
however much ibe estimates were lowered 
tho expenses ol the people wore raised. Ho 
did not believe in municipal government in 
small communities. What was true of largo 
was not trim ol small ones. Although the 
hon, gentleman for Nanaimo said ho wns re- 
turned on the faith of the measure, ho found 
that ho had boon returned by 17 votes in 
which the interests of tho Vunaouver Co., 
which in fact wero tho interests ol Nanaimo, 
had no voice. 

Mr. Cunningham replied that bo far as tho 
present measure wbb concerned tho Vaneou* 
ver Coal Go's interests wore not only repre- 
sented, but tho manngor was ono of tho

Ciiicmio, March 15— The defeat of the 
bill regulating trade with Canada, by n vole 
of 57 to 52, was ulmost entirely duo to the 
animosity lolt by members toward Canada 
for its tmlriond.ly conduct during thu Into 
war. Tho trrill will now go into effect 
along tlio border upon tho termination ol the 
Reciprocity Treaty on March llilh, and 
much interest ia felt to see tho effect it will 
have. 

STAMPEDE TO TI1K MONTANA MINKS. 

St. Louis, March 15— Tim upper river 
Undo with Montana und Idaho opens briskly. 
The chief feature of the spring business is 
thnt the advertisements ol boats (or Port 
Benton fill two columns of the daily papers, 
and immense quantities of goods aro being 
purchased lor shipment. Several boats have 
already left and not less than 75 are now re- 
ceiving freight and passengers. Tho emi- 
gration thitherward resembles the California 
gold fever of 18-19. All Iho bouts loading 
draw 3 feet of water and hope to got through 
before low water. 

BTKAMRR BURNT. 

New York, March 15 — Tho steamer San 
Jacinto of the Savannah line was burned nt 
the dock this morning with 500 bales oi cot- 
ton nnd 2000 bbls. of flour.

Or. Helrncken— Of course, mine arc ell 
fallacies. 

Mi. M'Clure— The hon. gentleman bud 
said thai municipal institutions cost the 
peoplo nt largo more than thoy would pay 
now under Iho general government ; but tho 
hon. gentleman overlooked tho very mate- 
rial fact that the people always got the 
worth of their money when it was expended 
on municipal improvements, whereas tho 
taxos paid the general Government, unfortu- 
nately in too many in'.i.nices bo-e no fruit at 
all. Independent ol u!l this, work was al- 
ways dono better and cheaper by munici- 
palities ; becniifia the pooplo most intcteslcd 
in iho woik supervised it. As a genoial 
rule there wns always more jobbery nnd 
more waste in contracts let out by general I 
Governments than by Municipal Councils. | 
Besides the principle) of centralization — ol | 
placing ail the power ol tho country in the j 
hands of one or two men — was n bad ono. 

Dr. Helrncken spoke at Lome length in 
support of the stand he had taken in oppos 
sitiou to municipal government declaring, in 
contradiction to tho last Speaker, that muni- 
cipal Councils wero more corrupt and more 
expensive than general Government!. 

Mr. DeCosmos contended that tho hon. 
member lor Nanaimo in bringing fm ward 
this measure was doing his utmost to sub- 
snrve the best interests of the colony. The 
effect of municipalities wns to cheapen the 
espensos of the general Government. When 
the colonies would bo united the hon. gon- 
tleninn (Dr. Ilelmcken) will be foremost to 
cry for them ; lor thoy will prove thu only 
means of lightening ihe import dues, by 
making each locality pay lor its own Govern- 
ment. He (Mr. DeCcsmos) wanted to seo 
tho home industries of both of those 
colonics fostered by import duties, but 
he wnnted to seo iho leust restrictions possi- 
ble imposed ou British and other manufac- 
tured goods which the country could not 
produce. To keep the port free with logaid 
to those things, it was necossary that muni- 
cipal institutions should be spread over the 
country (hear, hear). 

Dr. Ilelmcken said — This is iho Union and 
Tariff party. Tho tariff with a skin (laugh- 
ter) or without one. Tho hon. gentleman 
wants Iree trade, Ireo port, and British man- 
ufactures cheap. His views must Imva 
dorgono Ihe usual change which wus charac- 
teristic of tho hon. gentleman. 

Air. DeCosmos said his views on tariff had 
not changed ; they had always been for a 
discriminating lurid ; be never meant to lax 
everything at a unilorm raio. The idea was 
absurd. Ho suppoited taxing the imported 
luxuries nnd thoso articles which interlered 
with the development of the colony's re- 
sources. 

Dr. ilelmcken nsked whether that wus the 
view thnt wont forth and was understood by 
the people ? 

Mr. DeCosmos — Yes, certainly. 

Dr. Ilelmcken donicd that it was. 

Mr. MeClure said that the whole discussion 
had become irrelevant ; but ho thought tho 
hon. Speaker knew belter than to impute tn 
those who advocated union and tariff tho nb- 
surdity ol desiring all imported articles to pay 
a uniform duly. Whnt wa3 advocated when 
the agitation first coinmenocd was tho same 
policy which was advocated now, and which 
had been touched upon by the senior member 
lor the city— a discriminating tariff that 
would, wdiilo protecting iioniu interests, in- 
terlerc ns litllo as possible with comineice 
(bear, hear). 

The clnuso was then passed, and Iho vari- 
ous other clauses, with some slight amend- 
ments up lo th 3 46th elauso, passed, when 
the Cominillee reported progress. 

'Ihe Speaksr then took tho chair, and on 
tho Victoria Incorporation Bill being re- 
ported, 

Dr. Trimble moved for a recommittal of 
tho clauses placing the police under the con- 
trol of Ihe City Council. He objected to ihe 
Council having the force under their control, 
besides ho wanted lo see porno provision 
made for the stipendiary magistrate 'ooking 
after offences committed outside the city 
1 i in its. 

Mr. M'Clure said the hon. gentleman 
merely wnntod to kill the bill by prolonging 
needless discussion. The question had been 
debated during tho last two sittings ol the 
House, nnd there was ample time lor the 
hon. gentleman to bring forward his argu- 
ments, but he had none to bring. Tho idea 
of asking the House to make provision in an 
Incorporation bill for things done outside ihe 
Council's jurisdiction was too absurJ for a 
moment's consideration. (Hear, heal). Thu 
jurisdiction of the Stipendiary Magistrate was 
in no way uffeetcd by tho bill. 

Tho motion for recommittal was then put 
with the following result : 

Ayes— Trimble, Powell, Coehraue. 

Noes— M'Clure, Dickson, DeCosmos, Cun- 
ningham. 

Mr. Duncan not having voted wa* ordered 
to hold up his hand by the Speaker, wheu 
ho voted lor tho ayes, making it n tie vote- 
The Speaker gave his casting vole in lavoi 
ol the ayes, and the clauses were recom- 
mitted. 

It was then moved by Mr. DeCosmos that 
tho House adjourn till Thursdsy— lost by the 
oasling vote of the Speaker, who notified the 
House to meet on Friday. 

Mr. M'Clure opposed tho notification and 
thought if tho public business was to be 
trifled with the members had much better 
adjourn til! Tuesday next — which was put 
and carried.
